Surgeon Finds His Operation 
Useless for Blue Baby Myrna 


Another sad chapter was written yesterday into 
the story of Myrna Brock, Atlanta's three-year-old 
“blue baby.” 

Famed Johns Hopkins specialists began surgery 
the child yesterday morning but found that 
operation would do no good 

When Dr. Alfred Blalock, chief surgeon at Hop- 
kins, began the operation, he saw that Myrna had 
@® rare form of heart malformation which had 
been seen.only once before since he and Dr. Helen 
Taussig began their famed work on “blue babies.” 

The rare condition was not revealed by X-rays 
and fluoroscopes. 

The incision in the child’s chest was sewn and 
she was taken back to her room. 

Hospital officials told The Constitution by long 
distance telephone that they hoped Myrna would 
Stay in touch with Johns Hopkins because Dr. 
Blalock and Dr. Taussig intended to conduct fur- 
ther research and attempt to develop a surgical 
technique for Myrna’s type of trouble. 

This disappointment came after weeks of anxious 
effort on the part of the child’s mother, Mrs. 
Mildred Brock 

The obstacie of lack of funds was surmounted 
after an appeal was published in The Constitu- 
tion.

When Myrna needed blood plasma last week, 
friends of the family and Atlantans who heard of 
the need hastened to contribute.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.— (UP) 
President Truman Saturday called 
on congress to enact “with utmost 
speed” legislation for domestic 
control of atomic energy by a civ- 
ilian commission which would 
promote private use of man’s new- 
est source of power. 

Such legislation, he declared, 
holds “‘vast promise for our people 
and all people.” 

In a letter to 
McMahon, Democrat,

Old Bishop Pierce used to muse that he had courted the woman 
of his choice prudently and quietly. 


He said he wanted to avoid gos- 
sip that he was a@ ladies’ man. 


When Pierce was sent to Sa- 
vannanh in 1834 as a young Meth- 
odist -preacher, he met Miss Ann 
M. Waldron, who was “small, 
buoyant, amiable, and elastic as a 
willow twig.” She was no heiress, 
and Pierce admitted he was no 
fortune-hunter. The match seemed 
agreeable. 

They agreed that if the young 
preacher got an appointment at 
the annual conference that would 
Support a married couple, they 
would get married. Following his 
appointment to Charleston, S. C., 
| Pierce went to see Miss Waldron. 

When he told her of the appoint- 
ment, her face flushed, and she 
turned her head to one side and 
Said nothing. 

The ardent admirer said he 
would not go until he had an an- 
swer. 

Like Rebecca, she said, “I will 
go." 


Sixty-two years ago tomorrow 
Bishop and Mrs. George F. Pierce 
celebrated their golden wedding 
anniversary at an affair that at- 
tracted attention in Methodist cir- 
all over the south. 

In announcing plans for the 
event, the bishop wrote to the 
Wesleyan Christian Advocate that 
he and his wife had determined 
on a quiet, private recognition of 
the event, but that their children 
insisted upon a more formal cele 
bration.

Feb. 2.—With a returned serviceman taking 


the reins, the little City of Talbotton is launching an expansion pro- 
gram to provide jobs for returning veterans. 


The new mayor, 37- ‘year-old 
Henry Persons, is wasting no time 
in revitalizing his home town. 

Within ‘wo weexs after taking 
office, Mayor’ Persons today has 
moved toward improving the 
town's water supply, which, in 
turn, will help bring new indus- 
tries to this town of 1,200 popu- 
which, in .urn, will help 
give jobs at home to Talbot 
county's returning soldiers. 

The aggressive mayor is taking 
advantage of the new state cor- 

stitutional provisions to finance a 
municipal waterworkrs by issuing 
self-liquidating revenue certifi- 
cates. The present water plant is 
privately owned and does not fur- 
mish adequate service for the 
small town. Persons said the city 
plans to purchase this county's 
interests and to construct a mod- 
ern plant which will care for the 
town's present needs and also an- 
ticipate the arrival of many small 
manufacturing plants. 

AFTER NEW INDUSTRIES 

The city administration is going 
out after mew industries. City 
council has voted to grant new 
industries five years of tax free- 
dom as a lure to bring them into 
Talbotton. Persons said the town 
has received many feelers on new 
industries, but he declined to re- 
veal them. 

Person’s administration is pre- 
paring to ‘mprove the roads and 
streets. And, believing that the 
looks of a town encourage new 
industries as well as add to the 
enjoyment of its inhabitants, the 
mayor is launching a “clean-up ’ 
campaign to beautify Talbotton.

No Frogs, NoSnakes, Crazy Weathe 


Baffle the Prophet of Devereux

DEVEREUX, Ga., Feb. 2.—Kenny 
been predicting the weather with 
accuracy for nigh on to 50 years 
he can do for tomorrow is a forecast of 
or foul.” 

Now. as weather prognosticating goes, that 
isn't getting out on too frail a limb, but Jones, 
who is the spittin’ image of Uncle Remus, begs 
off with a “Please, sir, Cap'n don’t blame me.” 

The trouble. Jones explains, is that the 
weather has just been acting up so “powfully” 
in the past month that it’s got Jones the “horn- 
swoggliest I’se ever been.” 

“I just don’t know whether 
gwine,’ he says. 


’ 
Weather's Crazy 

It used to be that whenever there was rain 
in the air for tomorrow, Jones’ head would get 
to itching the night before, but that was before 
the weather went crazy. 

“It’s rained so much de past month,” says 
Jones, whipping off his hat and going through 
the motion, “that I just keeps scratching my 
haid all de time.” 

That's thrown his prediction apparatus com- 
pletely out of kilter. 

So much rain at this time of year, according 
to Jones, is “shore hard on us po’ country folks. 
You just can’t gather no wood or spread no 
manure or nothing.” 

He thinks that the only solution is to bring 
a rain-maker in on the job, explaining that sev- 
eral years ago, when they had a dry spell around 
here, a rain-maker came in, prospecting for rain, 
and got it. So if a person can bring a rain, Jones 
thinks, he should be able to bring the sunshine 


too. 


Deep Problem 

Fundamentally, though, Jones thinks that the 
problem lies deeper than that. He believes that 
the world is undergoing a change and that the 
erratic weather is only a part of nature's shift- 
ing design. 

“Been seeing any frogs lately?” he asks. “I’ve 
paid special attention to these things for 50 
years. You used to see frogs bumping around 
the well at night, but 1 ain’t seen no frogs in 
two vears. 

“The last one around here stayed

but he died or went away or something, and 
there ain’t been any frogs since. 

“And you ain’t heard no whippoorwills hol- 
lering, either. They used to keep me awake at 
night going ‘whip-whip-poor-will,’ but I ain't 
heard no whippoorwilis hollering in the last 
two years. 


No Terrapins 


“And there ain't no terrapins like thefe used 
to be, either. You used to see them crawling 
across the road and you’d see where the auto- 
mobiles had run over them,-but I ain’t seen no 
terrapins in two years.” 

Jones says that for 50 years he has paid 
special attention to the birds and the frogs and 
the terrapins and the animals of the woods; 
watched them as they would come and go in 
season, but that for some strange reason they've 
all disappeared in the past two years. 

“But there’s plenty of foxes,” he says, “and 
it used to be that you’d never run across a fox. 
There’s no rabbits, though. All the rabbits are 
gone.” 

Jones say¢? that he remembers that as a boy 
a similar situation existed—for two years his 
father noticed that there were no frogs or whip- 
poorwills or terrapins—and his father told him 
that something strange was happening to the 
world. His father told him to watch out for 
Strange happenings—that people would begin 
flying through the air on big buzzards and that 
things would be skitting up and down the road 
without a mule pulling them. 


It Came To Pass 


“Those things have come to pass,” Jones 
said, “and ever since that day I’ve paid special 
attention to these things. 

“There ain't no squirrels, either, and there 
ain't no snakes like there used to be, and peoples’ 
getting different. They ain’t digging the things 
out of the earth. Just yesterday, 
that he wouldn't tell a mule to ‘giddap’ 
mule was sitting in his lap. 

“I don’t Know what's coming on us, but I’ve 
paid specia] attention to these things, and this 
old world’s changing. I’ve been hongry for two 
years with money in my pocket. Can't buy no 
fatback or nothing, just buy bread, and you 
keeps on eating bread and you keeps on eat- 
ing bread and you begins to get hongry. "

| Political Dominance 


Of the Rural French 


PARIS, France.—(By Air Mail)—During that 
second night in the dismal, unheated quarters 
at Istres, near Marseilles, I awoke cold and 

shivering to hear the rain had ceased. To make sure, I got up and 
went outside. It was stopped and a cold wind was blowing. 

So, that is how we got away at 10 o’clock this morning. Look- 
ing down from the window of the plane one can see the foothills 
of the Rhone mountains, white with snow. The geometric designs 
of the fields, outlined by their dark hedges, make a pretty pattern 
of parallelograms, triangles, squares and even crescents. 

This is rural France and it, like rural America, has dominated 
French politics and French thinking for centuries. But now, one 
wonders as, indeed, one wonders at home. This is the age of the 
machine and the machine means more and more changes in thinking 
and more and more urban populations and all they have, and will 
connote, 

ln less than 40 vears America has seen her population change 
from & rural majority to an urban one. Not only that but America 


has seen, in her politics, the strength of the city machines. In our 
national elections they have come to have the balance of power 
and there is no indication their strength or influence are on the 
wane. The contrary, rather, is true. They have not yet won. The 
rural strength and influences of the agricultural Middle West and 
the South still are powerful, but they no longer are the power 
they were 10 years ago and certainly not that of 20. 


The German Sickness No one, not even Frenchmen them- 

selves, seem to know what to expect 
in their own country, but the same thing seems‘to be happening 
in France. Certainly, as one reads of the debates and the speeches 
in the matter of Gen. de Gaulle’s resignation, there is every evi- 
dence of the weight and strength of the cities and not much hint of 
any conservative political weight from the once great conservative 
French farmer and small land-owner. 

No one escaped the German sickness, The French farmer fared 
well, in comparison and with the usual exceptions, during the 
German occupation, The Germans were printing the money. They, 
with their usual cynical sense of things, and wishing to see they 
and their own kind get the French farmer’s products, deliberately 
encouraged him to raise his prices when and as often as he chose. 
It did not concern the Germans. ‘They had merely to turn the 
crank and print more money. But the French people in the cities, 
having to work for low wages, could buy little of the food that 
came from their soil even if it reached their markets, which was 
not too often. 

The French farmer literally filled drawers of his bureaus with 
francs. It was this problem, that of money, which was one of those 
which made difficult the task of the de Gaulle government as it 
sought to stabilize the currency and the economy of the country. 
It knew it would never endure so long as it did not redeem in some 
satisfactory measure, all the great flood of paper money which the 
Germans had spent so profligately (they qwning the printing press) 
in the French shops and markets. 

With his transport system, of rail, road and river, still depleted, 
with inadequate coal supply to run his mills; with each person in 
France rationed to one-quarter of a ton of coal for the long, cruel 
winter; with food very short: with the franc valued at less than one 
cent (time was when it was valued at 30 cents), it is no wonder 
he wanted great personal power. 


~ ; : The German sickness brings on 
Philosophies of Discontent socialism and communism. 
Those two political philosophies thrive only where there is want and 
failure and lack of trust in government, a fact we must always re- 
member at home. 

In France the Socialists are the strongest party despite the fact 
the Communist party was quite strong in the five years before the 
fall of France. They are the parties of discontent and there is no 
mystery at all as to why they have shown strength in the countries 
of Europe. The wonder is the Communist party has not shown 
more. It will show more, and soon, if things do not improve. 


This offers a paradox I have never understood. Those in America 
who seem most to worry about the leftish politics in Europe, invari- 
ably are those who oppose aid to European peoples in distress. It is 
impossible to understand there are those so blind as not to see such 
a course plays into the hands of communism and socialistic politics, 
widely separated though the two philosophies may be. 

It would be very interesting to know ‘vhat is going on in the 
minds of the people down there in the farms and the small villages 
as we look down from our plane. And I imagine there are those in 
high places in Paris also would like to know.

Turns Against 
Home Rule Theory 


You know, we used to be in favor of home 
rule, Like other members of this editorial page 
and other Georgia editorial pages, we sometimes 

would harp on that subject. We tried to compute the time “wasted” 
in passing purely local bills when the general assembly could have 
been attending to statewide problems. We used to be like that, 
but we have changed. The 15-day “hold-over” session did it. 

In just two weeks, the hard-working law makers considered 
97 local bills, in addition to enacting a vast expansion for state 
services and arguing over the gubernatorial succession amendment. 
bills are a lot of bills in themselves, without even 
considering the statewide issues. Where else, but in the Georgia 
legislature, could you get that many purely local matters considered 
in that short time? Surely not at home. The home folks might 
want, to discuss these local issues more than the 257 legislators who 


were not affected by them. The home folks might even want to 
vote on these issues, instead of letting city council or the county 
commissioners enact them into law. In our crusading days, we 
would figure that it took six readings, two committee hearings, and 
two floor debates in the house and senate to pass a local bill. We 
were just being facetious. That is the way a general bill is passed. 
We were just pulling the legislators’ legs by attributing to them 
the honesty of due consideration to all measures.

Everybody knows the solons just rubber 
Cheap Democracy stamp a local bill without seeing or hear- 
ing its contents. The speaker and clerk chant simultaneously into 
separate microphones, and their voices come out like a tobacco 
auctioneer. The clerk never looks up to see whether ‘anyone is in 
the house when he—like the auctioneer—calls “105,” and the speak- 
er amazes the League of Women Voters by pronouncing that 105 
representatives have voted affirmatively and no one has opposed 
the measure under consideration. Really, it takes only a few 
minutes to turn out democracy of this sort. It’s cheap. 

Where else, for the same amount of time, could you have a biil 
passed virtually to prohibit the Sale of firecrackers in DeKalb 
county? Or, permit DeKalb county to purchase a camera for its 
clerk of courts to take pictures of his records? Where else, for the 
same price, could you require the Georgia Military College to give 
30 days notice of a trustee election? Or, change the name of the 
Richmond County Reformatory to the Richmond County Juvenile 
Institute? 

Think how much talk would be involved in a local council or 
county commissioners’ meeting to raise the pay of the Spalding 
county court reporter, the College Park recorder, the Rome city 
judge, the Dublin solicitor or the Telfair deputy clerk. Why, the 
Georgia legislature passed these bills without giving them any 
thought whatever. Nothing to it. 

Of course, it’s all done through legislative courtesy. If the loca! 
legislators want a bill passed, the whole assembly waves it through 
on the theory—and the theory should be correct—that the local 
representative is speaking the minds of his people. Sometimes an 
error crops up. Like last year when the Richmond county delega- 
tion pushed through a bill to permit the county commissioners to 
license businesses outside the city limits—and then this year re- 
pealed that act. But those little errors can easily be remedied by 
having the entire legislature reverse its field. There’s no reason to 


bother the local people. 

: - While each little local bill was rubber stamped so 
Little Time fast that newspaper reporters had difficulty keep- 
ing up with them, the sum total of checking each local bill three 
times in the house and three times in the senate adds up when you 
have 97 bills in two weeks. But when you think how much more 
time it would have taken had it been left to the local governments 
or to the people in elections, you can readily see how the policy of 
letting the legislature do the local legislating for each county is the 
cheapest kind of democracy. Some of the local legislators, including 
Fulton county’s, were so pressed for time they forgot to advertise 
the local bills 60 days ahead of introduction—as required in the new 
constitution. But when you-realize the, vast state-wide program 
the legislators were enacting and the 97 local bills they were con- 
sidering, even the most severe critic can readily understand why 
the. general assembly did not have time to carry out the provisions 
of the new constitution it wrote itself last spring. The provision that 
said the general assembly “SHALL” provide optional systems of 
home rule for cities and counties.

The annual composition contest 
for Georgia composers is on, and 
five lucky winners will be reward- 
ed with cash prizes in addition 


to a public performance of the 
winning composition. 

Sponsored by the Georgia *"ed- 
eration of Music Clubs, the ‘on- 
test is held each year for the pur- 
pose of promoting creative talent 
by giving recognition to worthy 
compositions.

The classifications of the 1946 
composition contest, according to 
an announcement by the Georgia 
Federation of Music Club, are as 
follows: Class I, solo for voice 
with piano accompaniment: (a) 
secular text, $15, and (b) sacred 
text, $15; class II, piano solo, $15; 
class Ill, violin or cello with piano 
accompaniment, $15; class IV, 
string or wood wind ensemble 
(duet, trio or quartet), $30. 

The rules for the contest state 
that the contestant must be a citi- 
zen of the United States and a 
resident of Georgia for at least six 
months; all entries must be sub-

legitimate business. 

There were 112 refunds or 
adjustments obtained for 
members of the buying pub- 
lic and business firms, after 
the bureau communicated 
with the erring public and 
business firms, or the promot- 
ers of unsound or fraudulent 
offerings. Not included in 
this total were many other 
complaints, which were regis- 
tered in connection with cases 
the -bureau referred to the 
law enforcement authorities.

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Look Over The Fenee

the people down the block 


IR the past four and a half years I have 

been working for one of the largest 
war-created defense plants in the country. 
Spread out over thirt y-odd square miles of 
rich West Tennessee farmland, it has been 
manned by some ten thousand average 
American people. 

The large majority of these war workers 
were native Tennesseeans from within a 
radius of fifty miles of the plant. But the 
rest of us came from everywhere—Seattle, 
Los Angeles, Dallas, Shreveport, Jackson- 
ville, Christianburg, Va., Elizabeth, N. J., 
New York, Boston, Akron, Chicago, Lin- 
coln, Neb., Puerto Rico, Calcutta, India 
and dozens of other cities, states and 
countries. 

Shortly after V-J Day this huge plant, 
mission accomplished, began to fold up. 
Within a few weeks the ten thousand 
evaporated to two thousand; another 
month saw half of these gone; and ninety 
days saw only a handful of us left to wind 
up the final affairs and store it away. Very 
soon, we, too, shall be gone. 


I Have a vivid picture of the first weeks 
of exodus. Friends, companions, co-work- 
ers and neighbors with whom I had lived, 
worked and associated solely and con- 
stantly for over four years vanished over- 
night, hourly. 

So suddenly did they leave that I got to 
say ““Goodbye”’ to only a small fraction of 
those I knew well. 

But, strangely enough, it was not these 
missed farewells that impressed me. It was 
those that I could have known, and should 
have known and did not, that left me with 
a feeling of emptiness. 

One evening a few days ago I noticed a 
family just a few doors away preparing to 
leave. They had been neighbors for two 
years but we. didn’t know them. They 
were just the people who lived in the 
fourth house down the street. I knew the 
man when I saw him and I knew that he 
worked in production somewhere. I had 
even ridden to work with him several 
times, but I still didn’t know his name. 

The man and his wife and their two 
small daughters were going up and down 
the block saying ‘“‘Goodbye”’ at this house 
and that one, but they didn’t come up to 
our house. I felt left out, but as I thought 


about it I realized that if I felt slighted it 
was my fault. 

For two years I had had the opportunity 
of knowing this man quite well. We had a 
lot in common besides our work. We were 
about the same age, of apparently com- 
parable means and stations in life, and we 
both had two daughters. We both had 
victory gardens, and we both went fishing 
now and then. 

If I had just taken the time to walk 
down. to his back fence some evening to 
compare our methods of bedding sweet 
potatoes or getting rid of bean beetles, or 
to discuss the Cards’ chances of overtak- 
ing the Cubs, or to ask him what bait he 
was using on bass, we might have hit it 
off mighty fine. And his wife might have 
been a pleasant answer to my wife’s prob- 
lem of a fourth at bridge. 


We KNEw almost every family up and 
down the street, but not this one, and I 
wondered why. 

The answer was that we had just not 
made the neighborly effort. Now they were 
moving out of our lives and we were both 
denied the privilege of a warm “Goodbye, 
and best of luck.”’ 

I have no doubt that this scene has been 
repeated throughout the country many 
thousands of times during the past six 
months. 

And still we wonder why we have so 
much misunderstanding and conflict and 
bickering and unrest among ourselves, our 
communities, Organizations, factions and 
parties. 

Can it be that it is because we don’t 
know each other as neighbors? Can it be 
that it is because we are not neighbors in 
fact as well as geographically? Isn’t it 
possible that it is the unknown that creates 
more misunderstanding and mistrust and 
friction than the known? 


Anp isn’t it possible that the same prin- 
ciples can extend community, organization 


. and party lines to penetrate internationa! 


boundaries? 

Just as several thousands of us as indi- 
viduals have been associated in the work 
of one defense plant, several dozen nations 
of us have been banded together for the 
larger job of winning a war for what we 
thought was right. Now that it is over so 
far as the shooting is coneerned, have we 
done all that we could as a nation to be 
better neighbors to the nation four coun- 
tries down the continent, or the second 
ocean across the globe?

Let’s Open Up Alaska!

Here is a sensational plan 
proposed to America by the 


Secretary of the Interior 


T 1s high time that we did something about 

settling Alaska. 

Ever since 1867, when we bought the terri- 
tory from Russia for the twitter of $7,200,000, 
we have gloated over what a smart bargain 
it was and talked all about the wonders 
we would some day accomplish when we 
really got around to opening it up. However, 
that day has never dawned, and it still is not 
in sight. 

Industry has milked Alaska like a docile 
fat cow, it is true, and has succeeded in skim- 
ming off some $3,000,000,000 worth of the 
cream of the territory’s natural wealth, none 
of which the people of Alaska have reserved 
for themselves. But for the most part, we 
Americans have failed dismally to settle or 
develop this rich territory, and we are still 
failing to do so. 

We are failing, although we need a firmly 
populated Alaska today more than ever be- 
fore in our history. We could use its vast 
natural resources to replace some that 
we have expended so open-handedly 
during the war. We need the jobs that it 
could provide for our veterans and former 
war. workers. We ought to have a settled 
Alaska at the coming crossroads of the air- 


ways of the world. And our national defense 
requires that it be developed and populated. 

Obviously, the most desirable course would 
be for Alaska to be developed and settled by 
veterans and war workers. There is oppor- 
tunity in Alaska for hardy, adventurous 
Americans who have the spirit of the pio- 
neer. There are openings in Alaska for Ameri- 
can venture capital. 

But the Federal Government must appro- 
priate substantial sums to prepare the way for 
these people. The land of Alaska must be 
classified, opportunities investigated, roads 
built, and, in general, steps must be taken to 
assure that Americans who accepted the 
challenge of Alaska would have a reasonable 
assurance of success. 


But We Must Do More 


Tuts program should go forward. The 
Federal Government should invest the money 
necessary to make Alaska reasonably attrac- 
tive to American capital, to veterans and to 
war workers. ' 

We would, however, be deluding ourselves, 
and taking an unreasonable risk with our 
national security and with our economic in- 
terest in Alaska, if we did nothing more than 
adopt a program which rested upon the will- 
ingness of Americans to pioneer in Alaska. 

What we must do to bring about the speedy 
settlement of Alaska is the same thing that 
our fathers did when they opened the West. 
We must fling open the doors of Alaska to 
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America to the capitals of Europe and Asia will pass through Alaska 


immigration and put out the welcome mat for 
the Schmitts and Olsons, the Kellys and 
Cohens, the Wojiechowskis and Popolovitches, 
and thousands of other sturdy and ambitious 
folk, not only from the 48 states but from 
across the Atlantic. 

I can hear screams of protest. Why open 
Alaska to foreigners, it 1s demanded, when 
millions of people right here at home are 
seeking new opportunities? Why shouldn’t we 
keep Alaska for Americans? 

The truth is that for about 79 years there 
have not been enough Americans with an.ap- 
petite for the rigors and hardships of pioneer 
life to develop the great resources of Alaska. 


Luxuries Have Spoiled Us 


WE Love to think of ourselves as a race of 
rugged pioneers who are always itching to 
reach for the ax or the squirrel rifle, but we 
haven’t won any buckskin laurels in Alaska. 
It takes more than the ability to spit on one’s 
hands to make a pioneer. The high standards 
of living —-the comforts and luxuries — which 
prevail in the States have spoiled most of us 
for that sort of thing. 

Not only this, but our attitude has been 
that of the dog in the manger: Scorning to 
develop Alaska ourselves, we have denied to 
others the right to do so. 

The thousands of potentially fine pioneers 
who could, if given the chance, help to settle 
Alaska, are living now in northern Europe 
under conditions of economic hopelessness. 
To them the chance to carve out liveli- 
heods in a land exuding wealth would be 
regarded as a heaven-sent opportunity. 
We could have the pick of these. 

In a few years, these immigrants, provided 
that they were accompanied by enough people 
from the States to ensure the continued 
American character of the terrftory, could 
make Alaska into a self-sustaining economic 
empire which would add greatly to America’s 
wealth and power. 


Again I can hear yelps of objections. I am 
aware of the arguments which the ‘*100-per- 
cent-Americans,”’ the do-nothings and the 
wishful thinkers will level at me. Some will 
maintain that such an immigration pol- 
icy would deprive Americans of jobs. 
Others will declare that it would fill Alaska 
with penniless aliens whom Uncle Sam would 
have to feed and protect eternally lest they 
starve or be eaten alive by wolves and wildcats. 

“Even these calamity howlers may be con- 
vinced that their protests are sheer nonsense 
if they will let me review the situation and 
outline my idea for the greater development 
of the territory. 

It is somewhat similar to one that I advo- 
cated in 1940 in the hope that Alaska might 
serve aS a sanctuary for those who wanted 
to escape the Nazi terror then sweeping 
Europe. The proposal was lost and thou- 
sands of men, women and children — Danes, 
Norwegians, Poles, Finns, Lithuanians, Ger- 
mans, Czechs — who today might be building 
up Alaska are charred ashes in the charnel 
pits of the Old World. The basic idea is still 
sound, however, and very shortly I intend 
to recommend legislation to put it into effect. 


Use American Funds 
T 


JNDER this plan, the large-scale develop- 
ment of Alaska and its unused resources would 
be fostered by the formation of a number o! 
Alaskan Development Corporations under 
Federal supervision and with only American 
citizens as stockholders. 

Funds to finance these corporations would 
come from private sources, not from the 
Federal Government. 

One such source might well be some of the 
millions of dollars which our generous citizens 
annually give to salve the sores of the people 
of Europe. Not counting our war expenditures 
I suspect that in our generosity, we have 
given Europe enough money to develop the

Meet Professor Lamberti: He’s the wacky 
xylophonist who’s been bringing down 


the house for more than twenty years .. 


HEN you go to see Professor Lamberti's act, don't expect 
i (pmwtren of an academic nature. The moment this 
amazing scholar stumbles wild-haired onto the stage in a 
baggy tailcoat, he cheerfully announces: “If you folks have 
been waiting for something lousy, here it is!"’ 

Whereupon he parks his wad of gum (15 sticks) on his 
xylophone and rips into a Sousa march with such fury that a 
dozen wooden keys go flying off in every direction. 

From then on the act rapidly deteriorates into utter bed- 
lam, with the audience working itself into a greater uproar 
than the Professor himself. At one point he gets his mallets 
stuck between the keys and nearly rips the instrument apart 
trying to pull them free. This is a feat that a serious 
xylophonist could hardly hope to master, even assum- 
ing he’d want to. 

The Professor readily admits that he has “‘probably the 

most low-brow act on the boards today.”’ So be it, he is rated 
in theatrical circles as one of the greatest show-stoppers of 
all time. In the last 20 years he has brought the house down 
at about 18,000 performances. And his engagements range all 
the way from four-a-day vaudeville theaters to glittering 
Broadway revues and the nation’s suavest night clubs. 
He ruinks his most successful date of recent years was at 
Boston’s staid Copley Plaza Hotel. Back Bay dowagers 
howled at his insane rendition of “Listen to the Mocking 
Bird.”” He starts out with great gravity. but soon breaks into 
a high-kicking dance as he plays, in the midst of which his 
rigitt shoe flies off his toot 30 feet in the air. Says the Professor: 
“IT hope I’m not getting too high class for you folks!”’ 

The Professor's stage presence 1s so utterly disreputable, 
his remarks to the audience delivered with such a raffish leer 
that you feel he ntust be at least a pickpocket in private life. 
Wrong, of course. He’s a most respectable-looking citizen off- 
stage, and he likes to show you snapshots of his children.

The Professor is reputed to be a millionaire. He won't con- 
firm it, but there’s no denying that he’s a big restaurant and 
real-estate owner in Los Angeles. In recent years his act has 
been more of a hobby than anything else — if you can call 
an enterprise worth $3,000 weekly a hobby.

whole territory of Alaska, twice over. 

I have great admiration for the warm- 
hearted impulses that prompt this generos- 
ity. | believe that out of our greater abun- 
dance we should do everything possible to 
alleviate misery in Europe. My point ts 
that we would do a better and more per- 
manent job for more people if we should 
use some of this money to make it possible 
for those in want to establish themselves 
on a firm economic basis. 

Employment for men and women 
who were fit to wrestle with the prob- 
lems of pioneering would be guaranteed 
by these corporations. In selecting em- 
ployees, they would see that at least 50 per 
cent of the jobs went to American citizens. 
The rest would be for persons from foreign 
countries with the skills and experience 
needed to hew out an empire. These would 
be admitted to the territory under special 
visas a8 non-quota immigrants. 

These visas would be granted only on the 
conditions that the immigrant would not 
become a public charge or enter into any 
occupation beyond a list based upon the 
needs of Alaska. This would make certain 
that the immigrants would not be thrown 
into competition with American labor. 
When an opening became available for the 
settler under the national quota of the 
country from which he came, he would be 
reclassified as a quota immigrant and be- 
come eligible for American citizenship. 


Let the Settlers In 


Just how many settlers could be admitted 
to Alaska at once under this plan would de- 
pend upon how much capital was invested 
and upon, the speed with which the terri- 
tory’s resources could be opened up. There 
is every reason to believe, however, that we 
could accommodate thousands of them 
within the next few years. 

Let us look at the territory's potential 
wood pulp industry, for example. Govern- 
ment experts have estimated that the 
forests of southeastern Alaska alone could 
become the perpetual source of at least 
one-fourth of all the newsprint used in this 
country. To create this new industry under 
any plan, one of the Alaskan development 
corporations would invest $20,000,000 in 
pulp and paper mills. These plants would 
make year-round jobs for 5,000 lumber- 
jacks and mill hands and, indirectly, they 
would provide livelihoods for 20,000 other 
people. This means that the development 
of this one industry would make room in 
Alaska for 25,000 permanent settlers. 

Many Americans who are used to movies, 
electricity, steam heat, nylon stockings, 
jukeboxes, and the corner drugstore would 
not care for these jobs in the woods. But in 
Finland, Poland, Germany, Czechoslovakia 
and other countries of the Old World, there 
are literally thousands of thrifty, indus- 
trious people who, by character, occupa- 
tion and background are especially well- 
equipped to become pioneers there. Further, 
they are soul hungry for the kind of op- 
portunities which Alaska has to offer, 
and Alaska needs them just as Much as 
they need Alaska. 

The wood pulp industry is only one of 
many which is crying for development 
through capital investment and immigra- 
tion. Woodworking skills that have been 
highly developed for years in northern 
Europe would find in Alaska almost un- 


limited opportunities for thew further de 
velopment. The territory's vast mineral 
wealth has hardly been touched. Its pos- 
sible oil deposits have just begun to attract 
explorers. It has more than 1,000,000 acres 
suitable for agriculture and livestock rais- 
ing, but only a few thousand acres have 
ever been brought under cultivation, al- 
though Alaska has never produced even 
enough food for its own consumption. 

I know of one farmer of Czeth extraction 
who, a few years ago, took up a homestead 
near Juneau and today is raising a large 
family on the profits that he makes from 
selling his potatoes, strawberries, beans and 
other truck crops to the population there. 
In his own words, his greatest need 1s for 
more neighbors to help him keep the public 
road in repair. 


Eat Our Own Herring 


Mucu the same chance for expansion ex- 
ists in the fisheries. Some of the world’s 
finest herring are caught in Alaskan waters: 
but the American public buys tts breakfast 
herring abroad, because skilled labor and 
processing and preserving facilities are 
scarce. The catch in Alaska ts chopped up 
and sold as low-cost fish oil and herring 
meal. The industry could be expanded 1im- 
measurably through the immigration of some 
Scandinavians who really know what to do 
with a herring. 

I have mentioned only a few of Alaska’s 
resources which could be opened up in the 
near future by the magic combinations of 
American capital and manpower, from here 
and abroad. There are many others 

Southern Alaska possesses a milder cli- 
mate, better soil and timber, and more 


_ game, fur and fish than the Pilgrim Fathers 


found when they landed on the shores of 
New England three centuries ago. The 
Pilgrims did not have financia) backing, 
scientific supervision, gasoline tractors or 
bulldozers, yet they succeeded in clearing 
and developing the forbidding land where 
they made their home. There is no reason 
to doubt that a new wave of ambitious 
immigrants, with the advantage of all 
the inventions since Plymouth Kock, 
could do just as well in settling a far 
richer land, and do it much faster. 

Here is a point to be kept always in mind. 
The people chosen by the proposed corpora- 
tions to develop Alaska would be a far more 
carefully selected lot than those who en- 
tered this country during the 19th century. 
This would be true not only of those re- 
cruited in the States, but of those from 
abroad, and all of them would make citizens 
of whom we could be proud. 


We're All Immigrants 


Aut of us, except those negligible few who 
can boast of pure Indian blood, are immi- 
grants or the descendants of immigrants, 
and there certainly is no reason why we 
should forbid our overseas cousins an Oppor- 
tunity which for almost 79 years we have 
ourselves refused to touch. 

It was immigration which made America 
great. Today immigration could make Alaska 
great. If we continue to refuse to open the 
territory to foreign settlers, we will be flying 
in the face of our own best traditions and 
making one of the greatest blunders in our 
history. We would be locking up vastly rich 
natural resources, the development of which 
would add greatly to the economic well- 
being of the nation and to the happiness of 
settlers who want nothing so much as an 
opportunity to establish a home under the 
American flag. The End

BREAD MOLD can be eliminated 
completely now by a new five- 
second electronic treatment in 
which dielectric heat is broadcast 
through the wrapped loaves. The 
method was devised in the baking 
laboratories of one of America’s 
leading grocery chains and the 
mold-killing equipment is now 
being installed in its bakeries in 
37 cities. 


FROZEN COFFEE — the instantly 
soluble kind — is being packed three 
servings to a small paper cup, with 
six cups nested in one carton de- 
signed to fit in the freezing com- 
partment of the home refrigera- 
tor.

How a priest in China made 
a silk purse out of a sow’s 


ear — and fooled the enemy 


r ALL the smugglers who confounded 
QO the Japanese during their uneasy occu- 
pation of China, none was more skillful or 
audacious than Father Mannion. He was a 
young Franciscan, Irish as a jig, and he had 
a big heart for the people of China. 

His smuggling. at which he was embar- 
rassingly proficient for a missionary, was a 
war-relief measure. Indeed, it was virtually 
the only way in which funds could be trans- 
ferred from the missions in Free China to 
those still operating under the eyes of the 
Japanese in the occupied zones. 

Father Mannion was not alone in this 
work. Throughout the war, an ecclesiastical 
smuggling ring penetrated into Hong Kong, 
Shanghai, and Macao, bringing assistance 
and support to the mission schools and or- 
phanages, to the sick and the hungry.

Somewhere in Free China, Father Man- 
nion received the subsidy in Chinese cur- 
rency. He went quickly to a free town across 
a river from the Japanese zone in which the 
bishop lived. 

There one day he elbowed his way through 
a noisy crowd in the market gntil hex
